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7) The taxonomic position of Sasa omokoensis Makino ex Koidzumi. 

Sasa omokoensis Makino ex Koidz. with 3 varieties was reported in 1934 as 
a new species of sect. Crassinodi of Sasa from Omogo- and Shinagawa-mura, 
Kamiukena-gun, Ehime Prefecture. Judging from its branching culms and thick 
and persistent leaves, I (1965, 1967) regarded it as a species of sect. Sasa not 
Crassinodi, and treated as follows : Sasa omokoensis var. omokoensis is conspecific 
with Sasa palmata (Marliac) Nakai var. Niijimai (Tatewaki et Nakai) S. Suzuki, 
var. pilosa Koidz. with S. senanensis (Franch. et Savat.) Rehder, and var. 
hirsuta with 5. tyugokensis Makino, respectively. 

Investigating at the type localities, the whole neighborhood of Kamiukena- 
gun, Ehime Pref., I discovered no species of sect. Sasa, and found that sect. 
Monilicladae was very abundant in number of individual and species. Individuals 
of the latter section expressed typical branching at the highland of mountain 
system of Ishizuchi, but in the lower places became abnormal, falsely looked 
like sect. Sasa at first sight. It seems natural to regard 5. omokoensis as of 
sect. Monilicladae. Therefore, I propose to treat it and its 3 varieties as follows :

Leaf-sheaths velutinous with rather long antrorse hairs mixed with minute 
ones, sometimes densely puberulous with only minute hairs. Otherwise as in 
typical variety.

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Sasa hirtella Nakai was reported from Mt. Tsurugi, Tokushima Pref., Shi¬ 
koku, Japan. The type specimen was collected in 1911, and is preserved in the 
University of Tokyo. It has decaying glabrescent leaf-sheaths, and seems to be 
conspecific with Sasa Hayatae Makino. But the other specimens identified as 
5. hirtella from the type locality have pubescent leaf-sheaths. In Kyoto Uni¬ 
versity there are specimens of two forms, having pubescent leaf-sheaths and 
entirely glabrous ones (S. Hayatae- type). Nakai made no reference to the leaf- 
sheaths in his original description. It is sure that there occur typical S. Hayatae 
Makino of which the leaf-sheaths are glabrous, and an eccentric plant of it 
having pubescent leaf-sheaths at Mt. Tsurugi. 

Being unable to say positively that the leaf-sheaths of the type specimen 
are entirely glabrous, I presume that the leaf-sheath is pubescent originally. 
Accordingly, it is better to treat 5. hirtella as a variety of S. Hayatae.

I first recognized that Sasa omokoensis var. hirsuta Koidz. was conspecific 
with 5. tyugokensis Makino. So, when I reduced them to the variety of S. 
Veitchii (Carr.) Rehder, I adopted the former as S. Veitchii var. hirsuta (Koidz.) 
S. Suzuki. But it is known that 5. omokoensis var. hirsuta is identical with 
5. Hayatae Makino (sect. Monilicladae) and is not with S. tyugokensis Makino 
(sect. Sasa) as mentioned above. Then I propose to change the scientific name 
of S. tyugokensis to S. Veitchii var. tyugokensis (Makino) S. Suzuki.
